W ^ class conscious, revolutionary, uncompromising. I have little 
Sisj i time and no use for what is commonly called reform. You 
cannot reform rottenness. The only reform of the capitalist 
system which is possible is ovnrthrow and destruction.

You are always in competition with each other, 
men. women and children, to sell your labor power to the owiicrs of the 
machinery, ^'ou cannot compete against them with your bar-* hands. 
Yon have got to sell them your labor power. 

At this point it is pertinent to ask, what is labor power? La'oor 
power is human energy. Labor power is life or as sacred aa life itself. 
Ixmking backward over the past forty years we re,ad of the auction hloeic 
and tlio slave pen. We see a human being with a throbbing heart and 
an immortal soul; we see him placed U|>on the auction block in public, 
his teeth inspected and bis body examined to .sec if he is sound. He is 
then torn from bis wife and ehildren and sold to the highest bidder. 
We stand agliast as we contemplate the fact that this auction block 
existed for ‘200 years upon .\merican soil. The time will come, whon 
the world irill again take a backward look and stand horrified as it 
contemplate.s the harder speetaele of the entire working class finng into 
what is called the labor market, where the labor power of human beings 
is sold every day and every hour, year in and year out, by the lowest 
bidder.

There arc those who doubt 
the authenticity of Qfe story, inasmuch as the history of flie movement, which dates from that 
song has been a history of war and strife and bloodabod. The church has surely not brought much ^ce 
into the world. But neither with the controversy owr authentieity, nor with the church, will we deal here. 
The sentiment, the story, the ideal exists, azul in ^tasuTux words «re expressed tiie aims, the hopes, the 
dreams of Socialism. . Misrepresented, deB]daed sasS psgsacn^ bwro 'heoi men in all sm. who dared to 
teach the possibilities contains in this phrase. •The rnbat Ctristian of all epodm, fendalism, has been ■fhe 
most cruel, blood-thirsty and savage since ttifl beginning of civilization and the era following it, i. e. 
capitalism, has imc hronght us much nearer to the ideal. 

War under capitalism may not be aa crude as in the middle ages, hut it is more intense. War is the 
inevitable result and constant accompaniment of the competitive system of production and distribution. 
Commerce and trade are simply exchanges in which one party (the “busineivs man”) lives and thrives off 
the product of others—trying to huy cheap and sell dear. 

And inasmuch as the producer cannot get the full value of his product — the employer nowadays 
must make a profit—the producer is thereby constantly defrauded of tbs means to purcha-se hdok the 
equivalent of his product. Under such conditions there is, naturally, “over-production" in every eivilized 
country aid the oommarcial world demands of govenrarcnts the extension of trade “peaceably if ne can. 
forcibly if we must.” For that reason we “freed Cuba,” annexed Porto Rico, and conquered the Philip¬ 
pine islands. For that reason our government was ready to “assisat” the “revolution" in Panama before 
it started, and acknowledge a government before it had liean formol. 

Trade and commerce arc the incarnation of evil instead of good will. Trade and commerce are polite 
and gentle so long as its victims submit They are merciless and bloody as soon as their interests are op-

It presents the anoraply of an imperial nation draining the blood 
of just the cla.ss it' must depend on to do ita figliting! 

The factory sy.stcra has been snekitg their blood. Tliey are the 
victim.s of slow starvation, too stupid to sec why they are stan-ing or the 
political way out. 

It prcis’Dts a problem, the full force of which has not yet struck 
the thick-witted British "gold-heaper,” although his statesmen am be¬ 
ginning to vugtiely seii.s*' it. It is being handii^ about in the campaign 
fiver ('hamhertain's tarilT proposal, not with any suggestion of relieving 
the C'indition almady evi-ling, mind you, hut as a protest against mak¬ 
ing H any worse by putting a tariff tax on the food ihe common people 
must hnv. 

Istst week .Sir .lohn Gorst made a speech ai Edinburgh against the 
food tiix policy, m which he said that twenty per cent of the people in 
the towns and cities /ivrd in n aUt' of porrriii. .tnd as the town pop- 
■ulation makes up three-fpurths of England's population, the full signi¬ 
ficance of this ia apparent. He quoted statistics to show that the re¬ 
maining one-fourth, the rural, or farming class, was scarcely better off, 
the average wage of a farm- laborer heing $4.I4 a week (many getting 
as low as $?.ti4). while the average cost of food for a man, wife and 
four children was $n.'.'I a week, leaving hut $1.'J0 a week with which to 
pav for rent. fuel, oloihing and all other necessities of living! Already 
only two out of even- five men were fit for iiiilitary duty, and if the 
food tax made matlert* worse, where was the imperial army of the 
future to ivune from? \ot only the physical condition of the men had 
to be considered, hut that of the women as well, for an imperial race 
demandeii tliat their off .iring should be “sane, .strong and vigorous.” 
AU this, you will ohserve, is brought forward not to show the people 
that there is something wrong already in the management of industrv, 
hut merely as a pdlitdcal party argument against a measure of -another 
party. ■ . 

But even if the “state.smen” for capitalism are eareful not to see 
the reason for the already e.visting situation, the fact remains that the 
I'ompetUive wage system, the eapilulistie system of exploiting lalsir and 
robbing it of the great, bulk of its product, is bringing affairs to the 
breaking d<i«-n point. The slatislics they quote are simply an unconsa- 
ous confession of the failure of the rapitaiist system! Lniiuin faire has 
about landivl at its logical destination: T'neasy riches for the few and 
miserable starvation for the many. The way out of it all for the people 
of England is .Six ialism. hut the statesmeu for the rich will trv to keep 
them from s<ving it as long as possible.

The personnel of labor and cap¬ 
ital admits on both sides of a good 
many classifications. 

The capitalistic class embraces 
many almost from the peanut-stand 
man up to the Rockefellers. The 
corpration-franchise grabbing claw 
is tiie dominant class that rules poli¬ 
tics and politicians, and owns and 
controls the demoi^izing capital¬ 
istic press. This is the class that 
resorts to acts despicable and cor- 
ri'ot, and that cone's or seeks to 
control government, telling the pco- 

f ile, through their press, that the 
aboring class has not sufficient in¬ 
telligence to take their place. I say, 
however, that this particular class 
of capitalists is not even as well 
educated a.s the laboring class. Such 
capitalists only understand how to 
take advantage of the “opportuni¬ 
ties.” The most of them have not 
had even a common bii.-iness-college 
education, others have hardly th“ 
diploma from the public school.

Circumitances and conditions are 
the same in every large city. The 
oontem^raneous diaclosures of and 
agitation against municipal corrup¬ 
tion can, in my opinion, be attribut¬ 
ed in a greater or lesser extent to 
the socialistic agitation. The So- 
cialista say that, if valuable fran¬ 
chises and privileges are given away 
without any* equivalent, .he public 
officers are either entirely unfit to 
conduct the business of a public cor- 
[ poration; or, they are corrupt .And 
inasmuch as we find corruption most 
everywhere in puolic affairs, the 
latter'candition is the prevalent one. 
Our capitalistic system stands on a 
volcano of corruption, in that every 
successful business as well as every 
embryo business man must take 
more than he gives. The grumbling 
masses must blame themaelvea for 
the present corrupt state of affairs 
and the political immorality. It is 
left to Socialism to educate the mas¬ 
ses to t;.at degree of selfishness, 
which dues not allow others to take 
more than they give. Corruption 
and c^italistic greed will then find 
their Waterloo. 

Next to the people generally, the 
ruling and pr^atoiy rich are ac¬ 
countable for the bare-faced corrup¬ 
tion in public rffairs, and the cor¬ 
rupt politicians are principally their
